The first excursion through Get­ 
tysburg in about 25 years is sched­ 
uled for Sunday, October 18, as 
part of the annual running of the 
“Blue Mountain Express” under 
auspices of the Baltimore Chap­ 
ter of the National Railway His­ 
torical Society. 
Stops are to be made by the 
17-car train at Hanover, Gettys­ 
burg and Fairfield to pick up 
passengers in the morning and to 
discharge them is the evening. 
Traveling via the Western Mary­ 
land Railway, the excursion has 
been held for a number of years 
on the main line of the road from 
Baltimore to Cumberland, Md., 
and return. It is designed prin­ 
cipally to see the mountain scen­ 
ery during the fall season.

Two Klansmen Acquitted 
Friday In Slaying O f A 
Negro Reserve Officer

DANIELSVILLE, Ga. (AP) — 
Two white men have been ac­ 
quitted in the night-rider slay­ 
ing of Washington. D.C., Negro 
educator Lemuel Penn. Howev­ 
er, they still face federal con­ 
spiracy charges under the new 
civil rights law. 
Joseph Howard Sims, 41, and 
Cecil William Myers, 25, heard 
the verdict Friday night after a 
jury of white men deliberated 
slightly more than three hours.

Rela­ 
tives of the two men wept. Sims 
and Myers hugged their wives. 
They were surrounded by well­ 
wishers.

Klux 
Klansmen, 
still 
face 
federal 
charges of conspiring to injure, 
oppress, threaten and intimi­ 
date Penn and two companions. 
Penn was killed July ll by a 


shotgun 
blast 
fired 
from

passing car. Penn, an Army 
Reserve lieutenant colonel, and 
two other Negro officers were 
en route home to Washington 
from reserve duty at Ft. Ben­ 
ning, Ga. 
The state contended the kill­ 
ing was a senseless deed. 
Sims and Myers will remain 
in custody of the Madison Coun­ 
ty sheriff until they can be 
turned over to federal dficers.

1,000 ADDED 
AT PENN STATE 


UNIVERSITY 
PARK - The 
Pennsylvania State University will 
have an enrollment increase of 
approximately 1,000 students when 
classes begin on September 28, 
Dr. Robert G. Bemreuter, dean 
of admissions and registrar, said 
today. 
The increase will bring the 
total enrollment of resident credit 
students to approximately 23,600, 
with about 19,100 on the Univer­ 
sity Park campus and 4,500 at the 
IS other Commonwealth campuses 
throughout the state. 
About half of the increase will 
be in enrollment at University 
Park where there were 18,621 stu­ 
dents last fall and the other half 
of the 1.000 increase will be in 
enrollments at the other com­ 
monwealth campuses. 
The Ogontz campus at Abing­ 
ton will continue as the largest 
branch campus with 1,050 this 
fall and Altoona, where new resi­ 
dence halls will be opened, will 
have the second largest enroll­ 
ment with 675 students. 
The New Kensington campus for 
the first time will offer the first 
two years of four-year bacca­ 
laureate programs in addition to 
tile two-year associate degree pro. 
gram and a new center will open 
in Harrisburg where work in three 
of the three-year associate degree 
programs will be offered.

LIKES AND DISLIKES 


Fashioned in similar mold, yet 
all of us are different — differ­ 
ent in face and form, though 
resembling one another. Differ­ 
ent in viewpoints and with a 
mind free to express itself at 
will. The fundamentals, however, 
with which we all have a part, 
comprise the life experience of 
us all. 
We have our likes and our dis­ 
likes. We are happiest if we con­ 
centrate on expressing our likes. 
It helps to draw others to our 
banner. It is all very well to be 
bold spoken where wrong is in­ 
volved, but we had better leave 
our dislikes unexpressed if our 
words are going to eat into 
somebody’s heart. 
We never know what is going 
on in the life struggle of one 
whom we have never met or 
known. If we can’t say some­ 
thing hopeful and helpful about 
such a one, we had better say 
nothing and keep our dislike 
sewed up. I recall the incident 
of a critic who wrote a socalled 
‘'review” of a book by a noted 
author. It happened to be a cur­ 
rent one, long after her fame 
had wanted. But the critic was 
cruel and scathing in his re­ 
view. What he didn’t know was 
that the author was dying of an 
incurable disease — and she 
had time to read it. What a 
boost a few kindly words would 
have meant to her! 
We are not ever going to have 
one happy world, in which unity 
of purpose shall rule, until we 
like more of other peoples than 
we do. We do not have to adopt 
the ways or forms of govern­ 
ment that other nations have, 
but we can do business happily 
with them, and like them as 
human beings. To air our dis­ 
likes of other governments or 
of their peoples, only adds fuel 
that may ultimately result in a 
great and tragic fire. 
There are many people whom 
we do not like, and there are 
those whom we know do not 
ike us. But there should be no 
hatred in the heart for anyone. 
One should keep one’s dislikes 
to oneself, that is, mostly. It is 
so much easier to praise and 
encourage people than to find 
fault with them. One feels hap­ 
pier when one does!

JAPAN TO SEEK 


PAIR ON GUAM 


TOKYO (AP)—The Japanese 
Welfare Ministry said Friday if it 
is true that two former Japa­ 
nese soldiers still are on Guam, 
it hopes to bring them home. 
Reports from Guam said two 
men—possibly former Japanese 
navy or army stragglers—have 
been spotted in the jungles of 
Guam. 
A Welfare Ministry spokes­ 
man said: “We cannot rule out 
the possibility because two oth­ 
er 
former 
Japanese 
soldiers 
were rescued from the (Guam) 
jungles and brought back to Ja ­ 
pan as late as 1960.” 
He said the ministry plans to 
dispatch a mission to Guam if 
it can be ascertained that the 
stragglers are Japanese and the 
U.S. government approves. 
“The 
major difficulty,” he 
said, “ is that in past, survivors 
refused to turn themselves in 
because they never realized that 
Japan had lost the war. Even 
though we distributed leaflets 
telling them what had happened, 
thy thought they were being 
cheated and that the leaflets 
were a propaganda trick.”

SALIVA CAUSES 
TDOTH TARTAR 


CHICAGO (A P) - Chemist* 
today 
reported 
finding 
the 
chemical substance that causes 
“ tartar,” 
the 
hard, 
irritating 
deposits that form on teeth. 
This may open the way to 
means of preventing tartar and 
the destructive gum and mouth 
troubles it can inspire, said Dr. 
Albert Sobel of Beth Israel Hos­ 
pital, New York City. 
He and associates found an 
organic 
ingredient, 
in 
saliva, 
which seems to be the guilty 
agent, Dr. Sobel told the Ameri­ 
can Chemical Society. 
THIN DEPOSITS 
This 
m aterial is apparently 
deposited as a thin film on the 
teeth, then is calcified or hard­ 
ened by calcium and phosphate 
in the saliva, he said. 
Tartar can penetrate and irri­ 
tate the gums, causing loss of 
bone structures that support the 
teeth. 
Gum or periodontal dis­ 
eases are the major cause for 
loss of teeth after age 40. Before 
that, tooth decay is the main 
destroyer. 
The chem ists found that calci­ 
fication 
of 
the 
tartar 
agent 
could 
be 
prevented 
by 
tiny 
amounts of beryllium chloride. 
But this chemical is too poison­ 
ous to be used as a preventive 
in human mouths.

“ Perhaps 
ways 
and 
m eins 
will be found for preventing the 
formation of the calcifying prin­ 
ciple in the saliva,” Dr. Sobel 
said. “ However, before we un­ 
dertake anything as rash aa 
interfering with production of 
this principle, we must know 
more about why it is present.” 
“ Perhaps norm al amounts (of 
tartar) 
are 
nature’s 
repair 
mechanism on the surface of 
the teeth, which are continually 
worn 
away 
and dissolved in 
trace am ounts.” 
Dr. Ralph G. Eilberg of Beth 
Israel and Dr. David Gould of 
C o I g a t e-PolmoIive Research 
Laboratories, New Brunswick, 
N.J., were co-author* of the re­ 
port.
